. WASHINGTON, March 8.—The War Department will hold an 


army of 609,909 until Congress provides otherwise, Chief of Staff 
March announced today. This army will not be reduced under 
any circumstances, March stated, until Congress passes a law 
outlining the permanent military organization. He declared that 
the United States could not get along with a smaller army. This 
i» the strength asked by the War Department in the military bill 
which failed to pass Congress. Demobilization figures given by 
General March show 419,555 men sailed for the United States up 
to March 3, and 354,824 had landed in the United States up to 
March 7. The number ordered demobilized is now 1,613,500. 


The total American battle casualties during the war were 


240,197, March announced. The Americans who took part in the 
action against the enemy in France numbered 1,390,000, he added 
These include 1,100,000 divisional troops and 50,000 in the service 
of supply. March stated the battle casualties included killed. 
wounded, missing in action, and prisoners of the 28th Divisior 
14,417 and the 80th Division 5,133.
